SPEEDY SPENDING. 


Commissioner Yorath reports that while for 
the first quarter of the year the total expenditure 
of the city was kept within the appropriations, 
the school boards and the library board ran con- 
siderably ahead of their proportionate allow- 
ances. That is another instance showing why the 
city council should have control over all the money 
it has to raise by taxation. There will be an awk 
ward situation this fall if it is found that all the 
school money has been spent before the year is 
ended. 


ANOTHER UNWELCOME GUEST. 

The voracious caterpillar has invaded the 
city. In several parts of the district it has been 
reported as doing damage during the last fort- 
night, and it is now cheerfully consuming the 
foliage of the trees in some of the city parks. If 
allowed to develop the attack the invading army 
will doubtless strip the trees on the boulevards 
and on private grounds, unless a change of 
weather or the advancement of the season puts an 
end to its devastating activities. There is too much 
at stake, however, to depend upon nature to 
check the ravages, if other, quicker and more 
certain means can be found. At present the 
crawling destroyers seem to prefer the native 
poplar, but as time goes on and fodder gets scare 
they may be depended upon to develop a more 
cosmopolitan taste, and will probably include 
everything from ornamental shrubs to garden 


truck and grain crops in their menu: It is high» 


time for the provincial and civic authorities to 
take this matter in hand, mobilize their experts 
in plague-fighting, and set measures in motion for 
pn aggressive defence. As with the grasshopper, 
extermination—or the nearest practicable ap- 
proach to that—is the only sure and sufficient 
protection against the caterpillar. 


A PERIOD OF GRACE. 


The city council has extended the time during 
which the taxpayer who is short of funds can pay 


up without being penalized for delinquency. 1¢ 


he does it before July Ist he can get a receipt in 
full for the amount stated in the tax bill. On that 
date five per cent. will be added by way of pen- 
alty. This period of grace will doubtless be taken 
advantage of by those who are in position ta do 
80. If one has the money it is cheaper to pay now 
than later on: At that, the dead line is set plenty 
early enough. The times are not prosperous, de- 
spite the rains and the more hopeful outlook, and 
it is doubtful if very many who cannot pay by the 
middle of the month can do so before the end of it, 
To the man who has means it makes little or no 
difference when taxes are collected, since the pen- 


alty he saves goes to offset the interest he mighy 


secure. But most taxpayers are not flush in the 
early part of summer. The coal bills of winter 
eat up the savings from the previous summer and 
the preserving season comes along just about in 
time to demand the surplus earnings of the spring 
season. Fall is the time when most people can 
best afford to spare what the tax collector de- 
mands; the only time in fact when a majority of 
them find it possible to do so. On paper it 
amounts to much the same thing whether one pays 
early and avoids the penalty, or pays later and is 
fined. But one’s pocket book is sometimes sadly 
Wogical; it simply refuses to produce the money 
when there is a chance to save. The objection to 
the scheme of applying penalties early is that it 
brands people as delinquents if they do not pre- 
pay their taxes. ‘hat is neither fair nor expedi: 
ent. In other transactions one is not supposed to 
pay until the goods are delivered or the servico 
rendered: and he is not black-listed for refusing 
or failing to do so. It does not help to reconcile 
the taxpayer to the heavy demands made upon 
him to know that unless he advances the money 
to the city at less than the bank rate of interes’ 


he will be classed as a defaulter 


UNION AND CLEAVAGE. 


The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church has ratified the proposal to amalgamate 
that body wit’. the Methodist and Congregationa) 
thurches. This presumably ends the controversy 
In which a very large proportion of the Can- 
adian people have been interested for more than 
twenty years, and the union will be consummated 
as soon as the necessary legislation has been 
ecured, cis! 
but not at all unanimous: 426 of the comnussion- 
trs voting for union and 129 against. The dissi- 
flent minority thus includes about twenty-five pe 
tent of the delegates. It does not follow, of 
rourse that twenty-five per cent. of the Presby- 
ferian congregations are opposed to the union, or 
pitlbold aloof from it. There are pros and antis

MOB LAW DOES NOT ‘'GO."’ 

Judge Walsh finds that there was no founda- 
tion for the charges that the eity police had used 
undue severity in restoring order at and around 
the Penn mine when the mine property was in- 
vaded by a mob of striking miners and miners’ 


wives last January, On the contrary, he says, the | 


city foree—and also the Dominion police—acted 
with good judgment and not without considera- 
tion,and this in the face of a difficult and aggra- 
vating situation. 

This decision will be reassuring to the public. 
It certifies that the police force of the city is 
composed of men who can keep their heads cool 
even in a riot, and officered by men who do not 
forget under such circumstances that their busi- 
ness is to protect life, property and rights, and 
not to use the power at their disposal more than 
the discharge of this duty calls for. Not less im- 
portant, it establishes for the information of all 
who may be concerned that when a riot does 
occur the police are entitled to employ whatever 
measure of force may be necessary to stop the dis. 
order, enforce the law, and protect the persons 
and property of those who may be the object of 
assault, 

The clear declaration of these two facta by a 
judge, and the wide publicity given to them, 
should go far to discourage lawless assemblages 
in future, to make for orderliness, and to give 
confidence to every citizen that he will be pro- 
tected against violence at the hands of any person 
or number of persons. Had the police been con- 
vieted of acting in a brutal or improperly aggres- 
sive manner its prestige would have been weak- 
ened. Corresponding encouragement would have 
been given to-any~amdt-all-who would like upon 
occasion to take matters into their own hands and 
employ violence in the furtherance of their ob- 
jects or in obedience to the impulse of revenge 
or hatred. Public sympathy would have been 
tlienated from the officers of the law to the offen- 
ders against it, and the latter would have been put 
in the position of victims of a too severe authority 
rather than that of violaters of the law which 
hedges about the safety of the individual, his 
rights and his property. 

Practically, that would have meant that when in 
future a strike occurs the strikers would have been 
masters of the situation. The police would have 
been under a cloud of suspicion, and any action 
on their part accordingly misunderstood and miis- 
represented, If they acted at all the ery that they 
did so in a brutal manner would fall upon believ- 
ing ears. Being human, the police would under 
such cireustames be slow to act, if they acted at 
all; and alike the owners of the enterprise con- 
cerned and the employees of it would be left ta 
the domination of the strike leaders. 

What the result would be in the case of another 
coal strike in mid-winter hardly needs to be elab- 
rorated. It is clear enough upon reflecting what 
would certainly have happened six months ago 
but for the prompt and vigorous response of the 
police when the law was defied. The promoters 
of the strike demonstrations at the Penn mine 
and elsewhere threw down a challenge to author- 
ity, intentionally or otherwise. That challenge 
had to be met, or would have ceased to function, 


the mines would have been prevented from oper. | 


ating, those who wanted to work and needed 
wages would have been kept from working and 
the public would have had to stand the conse- 
quences of a winter coal famine in a city that is 


built on successive layers of the best domestic | 


coal in the world. Had these charges against the 
police been made to ‘‘stick,’’ the way would have 
been prepared for establishing mob law next win- 
ter, or whenever a body of striking miners or 
other employees see fit to quit their jobs and to 
say that these must not be taken by other men, 


As the verdict is, the point is established that | 


there is law for the striker as there is for every- 
body else, that he must obey it or take the conse- 


quences, and that if he fights the police and gets | 
the worst of the scrimmage he will have to look | 


to himself for sympathy. Because people who 
formerly were employed in an enterprise have 
ceased to work this does not give them a right to 
trespass upon the property of their former em 
ployer, to intimidate his present employees, or 
otherwise resort to violent means to make the 
carrying on of the business impossible. Still less 
does it give them license to heave brieks at the 
police when they are ordered to disperse, even 
though they do so from behind an advance guard 
of women: If that fact is duly noted, as it likely 
will be, this outbreak of mobism should be the 
last for a while. 

The other conclusion is that the police force 
of the city as at present constituted and officered 
is an efficient and dependable agent for the en- 
forcement of the law and the proteetion of those 
who live within its provisions. Alike the vigil- 
ance, courage and self-control of men and offic- 
ers were put under a test peculiarly severe on 
the occasion in question, and the verdict is that 


they did their duty and did it in a way that leaves | 


no ground for complaint on the part of those 
against whom they had to assert the supremacy 


of law by sheer force,
